The sheriff is hoping one day real 
soon som e fisherm an is going to stroll down to the Hugo 
R eservoir, cast his line in the w ater, lean back and see a 
couple ot elephants. 
The sheriff thinks that may be the only way two lost baby 
elephants w ill ever be found. He tried using other elephants 
to find the m issing ones and that didn't work. And the 
National G uard says it has m ore im portant things to do than 
go elephant hunting So the sheriff is depending on fisher- 
men. 
“Ifs inst like a natural habitat in there tor them , 
the 
sheriff’s dispatcher said T hursday. “ Probably the only way 
we will find them is if som e fisherm an happens to spot 


them ." 
A uthorities have narrow ed the search tor two young 
elephants m issing since S aturday, but not much. 
“What I m ean is we have narrow ed it to about 3.000 
ac re s,” the dispatcher said. “ And that is dense underbrush. 
In most are as you ca n ’t even lead a horse let alone ride it 
The elephants. Isa and Lillie, w ere spooked by a falling 
tent pole and ran away while on a rest stop at the (’arson 
B arnes Circus winter headquarters during a rest stop on a 
trip from M ichigan to Mexico City. 
Efforts of the sheriff’s office, area citizens and circus em ­ 
ployes have been unsuccessful in locating the m issing 
anim als, described as standing 4'a feet tall and* weighing 
1.500 pounds 
The m issing elephants a re believed to be in a heavily 
wooded are a along the Hugo R eservoir 
They w ere am ong five elephants being transported to 
Mexico City. The other three a re being held at the Carson- 
B arnes headquarters during the search. 
The sheriff’s office said there have been num erous calls 
reporting sighting of the anim als since a $150 rew ard w as 
offered for a confirm ed sighting of the m issing pair 
“ If the sighting seem s to be in the right area we try to 
check it o u t,” the dispatcher said. 
He said an attem pt was m ade to take one of the other 
elephants from the circus act to the area to see if it would 
lead search ers to the m issing anim als but that did not work. 
The N ational G uard turned down a request T hursday by 
the ow ners of the m issing elephants to use m ilitary 
helicopters in the search. 
Circus representatives have said the elephants a re young, 
well trained and not at all dangerous. They also said the 
anim als are probably happy to be loose in a natural environ 
m ent and are enjoying them selves while searchers are 
fru strated in attem pts to locate them .
